Despite the:racial equality guaranteed within the Cons- 
titution it was not until the Civil Rights Movement during 
the 60s and the ensuing federal mandates which specifi- 
cally_ guaranteed affirmative action and civil rights that 
minorities Were able to gradually become more involved in 
mainstream business enterpirises. Reflecting the many years 
of discrimination which denied minorities active participa- 
aOn ， 人 involvement im many industries is still 
minimal.. 


The 人 ieial Ga Compliance Program，which was . 


started by President Jobhrison to ensure affirmative action 
procedures im businesses receiving large federal contracts， 
has resulted in the active recruitment and involvement of 
women and minorities in many industries hitherto domi- 
nated by white males. Even with its great TD it still 
marks only a beginning. 

While the federal de-regulation of the American eco- 
nomy promised by the Reagan Administration may have 
Worthwhile aspects，such de-regulation should not be ex- 
tended to areas which have in the past demonstrated a 
feed for such federal mandates; especially in areas Where 
lack' of such mandates will result in the continued exclu- 
sion of minorities from active participation in the main- 
Stream American econoimy. 

We hope that Congress does not vote to rescind the 
FEederal Contract Compliance Program，and we urge oOUI 
readers to write to Congressman McClosKkey to protest 
the bill:

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Allergies: What They Are 
And How to Cope with Them

SAN 下 RANCISCO The 
onset of spring means 3a runny 


nose, headaches or watery eyes for ， 


more than 36 million Americans， 
Allergies 一 of which springtime 
“hayfever” is but one example 一 
afflict 17% of the US population， 
and are a particularly common 
health problem among Asian 
immigrants and refugees here， 

Allergy specialist Dr. Terrance 
Chang treats Asian refugees and 
immigrants at his weekly allergy 
clinic at NEMS (Northeast Medi- 
cal Services). He is also co-author 
of The Best Guiade 如 Al1ergy，a 
book in simple language written 
for the Patient, rather than for the 
doctor， 

WITCHCRAEFT 

“The book will help thousands of 
people with allergies toitake care 
of themselves with less 
dependence on doctors， When 
people understand the concept of 
allergies， they， can effectively 
initiate _ Preventive measures to 
control allergic symptoms.. .A lot 
of the allergy treatmenit Practiced 
today ii close to witchcraft,” 
Chang said. 

Allergies can cause a variety of 
symptorms，rITanging from coughs 
and nasal congestion to joint pain 
and mental/behavioral change， 
Chang said. Asthma is often，but 
not always，caused by an aller- 
gic reaction. 

The symptoms of allergies occur 
when the body's immune system 
responds abnormally to a normal 
substance，Chang explained. 
These substances can be any- 
thing: various foods， 
dust，types of grass Or penicillin 
are among the most commOn， 

Asians new to the US are 
especially susceptible to allergies 
and asthma， which usually 
develop 2-3 years after moving 
here. This is most true for refugees 
from Vietnam and Thailand，

The reason why is very compli- 
cated，Chang，who was born and 
raised in SFE, said. In the patients 
native countries part of their 
immune systems worked to defend 
the body from parasites， or 
worms，he explained，Once they 


move to the US， this part of the ， 


immune system i“unemployed” 
because the immigrants have 
either been cured of parasites or 
live in a parasite-free. environ- 
Inent . 

“The system is like a revved- 
up engine looking for something to 
react with, Chang said， The 
result is that the imnmune System 
begins to react With “ordinary” 
Substances such as grass pollens， 
that are common in the US but not 
in Asia. 

Cow's milk 一 a staple of the 
ordinary American diet 一 is 
another leading cause of allergies 
among Asians, Chang said， 

“Doctors are often not sensitive 
to the problem that Asians are not 
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ni 


.used to cow's mijlk or cheese, 


These are almost never eaten in 
Asia,”he noted. When the active 


immune system is combined with 
 a drastic change in diet, the result. 


is often an allergic reaction， 
Changes in climate; the 
atmosphere， pollens and the 
components of ordinary house- 
holdqd dust also increase allergies 
among immigrants and refugees， 


he added， 
GENETIC 
In addition to the problem of 
changing _ environments，there is 
evidence indicating that Asians 
may be more predisposed to 
allergies and suffer more severe 
symptoms than other groups， 
Chang said.，Cenetic research is 
under way, and Chang and other 
medical researchers are trying to 
find -a _ correlation between aller- 
gies and certain genes. 
“This may help to identify 
allergy-Dprone infants,” he said， 
“Allergy“”′ prevention programs 


, could be initiated early to delay 


the onset of allergic problems and 
keep the sy 吕 ptoms under better 
control.” It would not be possible 
to reduce Asians` susceptibility to 
allergies，he added，but research 
could lead to better treatment. 


Another problem in SF China- 


town is _ the “alarmingly high 
incidence”of cockroach allergy， 
Chang continued，Since he was 
called in last spring to begin the 
allergy'clinic at NEMS there have 
been more than 20 documented 
cases of severe cockroach aller- 
gies, and there are probably many 
more that were never reported, he 
Said， 

Protein spores of dead cock- 
roaches become part of the house 
dust that people breathe in daily， 
Chang explained，and then cause 
allergic_ symptoms ranging from 
mild hayfever to severe asthma, 

RELUCTANT 

Aside from medications and 
allergy shots Re 汉 
this problem can only be elim- 
inated by eliminating the cock- 
roaches. 

“This is a near impossibjle task,” 
Chang said.， “As _ long as the 
housing conditions in Chinatown 
remain unchanged， 
allergy will Temain at _ epidemic 
PIToportions, Chang is also resear- 
ching the effectiveness of allergy 
shots in treating cockroach aller- 
gies， 

For his foreign-born “pa- 
tients，ajlergies are often a new 


"concept， Chang explained. They 


are frequently reluctant to accept 
his diagnosis，

Acupuncture and herbal medi- 
cine have also been used to treat 
allergies,，but according to Chang 
are not as Useful as Western 
cures._ UCLA allergists have 
proven that acupuncture helps 
certain asthma patients，but in 
most cases their asthma was not 
caused by an allergic reaction，he . 
said, There is only scant evidence 
that acupuncture Works as far as 
hayfever，he added，Any relief 
that acupuncture can give to 
allergy sufferers is only short term， 
alleviating the symptoms for no 
more than a day， : 
“Its not Practical, ”Chang said 
“Patients have to go over and over 
again for treatment, Many allergy 
patients are children who dont: 


_ like needles，especially in strange 


Places Such as the ears or nose， 
He concluded thatadults are more 
open to acupuncture treatment， 
and that it is most effective when 
used in combination with Western 
medicine. 

Herbal medicine， notably 
ginseng，i often used to treat 
allergies，but jlike acupuncture 
does not work as well as Western 
methods，Chang said. 

“Measuring the dosage is diffi- 


cult with ”herbs,” -Chang 
explained， saying that western - 
medicines， which are often 


derived from :了 上 astern herbal 
cures，can be prescribed in speci- 
fic_ amounts depending on the 
Patient Ss Weight. 

“People are trying to go back to 
natural substances, but in this case 
they are not as effective as the 
Western methods,，he said. 

CONSUMER 

Chang's book，which he co- 
authored with Drs,， Allan Gian= 
nini and Nathan Schultz，and 
allergy patient Diane Wong，out- 
lines the causes and cures of 
allergies， Stggests over-the- 
counter medicines， and 
discusses controversial Teme- 
dies Such as 2 and 
ginselig.

Chang added，He is the first 


Chinese American to publish a 


book about allergies written for 
the general public. 

He will also soon publish the 
results of research conducted with 
Dr， 9. 工 .
